$j. concerning the Torricellian Experiment 
tryed on the top of Snowdon-6/// and the fa- 
ce fs of it. 

LAST Whitfon-voeek by the favour of Mr. Davit, 
a good Friend of Dr. Trpncred Robi»fon\ I had 
the opportunity of feeing what I pleafed in North Wales, 
and was on Wednefday May z6, on the top oiSmwdm, 
where I tried the Torricellian Experiment with all the 
fatisfadtion I could wifh for ; the Air continued both 
before and after in the fame ftate as I got it verified 
by Mr. Davis's ftanding Barometer at Llannerch in Den- 
By-fhire, about z$ Miles E*ft from Snowdon where it 
was Observed as follows. 
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LLanercb is about a Mile and an half above the 
Town of St,Afaph t about 6 Mile from the Mouth of the

River Lluyd, which falls with a rapid Stream into the 
Itifb Sea ,• and confequently, is feveral Foot above the 
Surface thereof. 

Ma/%6. Between One and Two in the Afternoon, on 
the top of Snovodon, I thrice repeated the Experiment, 
and as often found the height of the Mercury i6 Inches i. 
.And being comedown to Llanberris, at the Foot of the 
Hill, about Six that Evening, I as often found it 19 In- 
ches 4. A little above this place, are the principal 
Fountains of the River, that falls into the Channel of 
Angle fey, at Carnarvon, call'd anciently Segontium, whi- 
ther we went the next Day ; and about Eight at Even, 
found the Mercury, by a triple Experiment, to ftand at 
ao Inches 9 , very near the Surface of the Sea : When, 
at the fame time, at Llanerch, it was not above 29 y\ • 
whence I conclude, that the Difference of the Airs Prel- 
fure on the Sea, and on the top of Snowdon, is rather 
more than 3 .Inches, 8 Tenths. I could have wifh'd for 
one of Mr. Hunt's portable Barometers ; which will cer- 
tainly be accurate enough for taking the Levels, for 
bringing of Water from diftant places, and certainly 
much left fubjecl: to Error ; there being a Tenth of an 
Inch for each Thirty Yards, which may be divided into 
many parts evidently. Snovodon was meafured by Mr. Caf* 
wel, with Adams' sln&mments, to be 1240 Yards high ; 
which abating the height of the Mercury 3 Inches, 
8 Tenths, may ferve for a Standard, 'till a better be 
obtained on a higher place. From hence the Sea dipt 
every-where above a Degree below us, the Vifible 
Horizon being a leffer Circle , and we faw Ireland 
plainly, fron the WbS to SW bw, and then appear* 
ing in the MN W, and the Mountains of Cumberland or 
Vpejlmoreland very faialy, but evidently in the North; 
and I think we faw as tar as St. David** Head into the 
South 1 Carnarvonshire and Anglefey lay under us, like 
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a Map, affording a very pleafant Profpett, were it not 
for the Horroursof the Neighbouring Precipices. Hence 
we counted fifteen or fixteen Lakes, great and final], 
where the Cavities of the Rocks are filled up with the 
Rills that gleet from the Hills ; all thefe are (aid to a- 
bound with Trcues, fomeof which we found to be eipe- 
cial good Fifh : And in one of theft Lakes I was en 
board a floating Ifland, as it may be called ; the Like is 
fcarce half a Mile about, environed with a boggy turfy 
Soil, a piece of which, about fix Yards long and four 
broad, floats on the Water, being about five or fix Inches 
railed above it, but it, I believe, about eighteen Inches 
deep within the Water, having broad fpreading fungous 
Roots on its fides, the lightneft of which Buoys it up. 
It was driven on the Lee ihore, but Ilanched it of? and 
fwam it, to be fatisfied it floated : This I take the more 
notice of, becaufe it is denied to be true, by the Author 
of the Additions to Cambden, lately Publifhed : But I 
my felf faw it as defcribed, and was told it had former- 
ly been bigger, there being a lefler fpot, that they told 
us had been heretofore a part thereof, which floated 
likewife. I have not time nor Paper to defcribe this hor- 
rid fpot of Hills, the like of which I never yet faw, but 
Chall endeavour therewith to give the Society a further 
Entertainment. 
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
